Are answer to the resolution 
requesting soldier help for the 
farmers is seen in press reports 
of orders received by the 
R.C.A.F. and army units, station- 
ed in the dominion, to release 
men wherever possible for 
emergency labor in the fields 
and other essential industries. 
A request for such aid by York 
county, and which was endorsed 
by 36 other counties, was sent 
to Ottawa a few weeks ago. 
Agricultural Representative W. 
M. Cockburn was one of the 
delegation to meet with cabinet 
ministers' on the issue. 

Orders received by the 
R.C^A-F. are quoted as follows: 
the policy in respect to the 
granting of harvest leaves has 
been extended to include per- 
sonnel who may desire to work 
on farms other than their own 
or that of their parents. This 
applies to all personnel,, includ- 
ing air crew, awaiting training* 
but not personnel actually 
undergoing training. 

"Applications; wilt be given 
favorable consideration provid- 
ed granting of such leave will 
not interfere with the efficient 
operation of the unit" 

Press reports; say further that 
soldiers stationed in Canada may 
now accept part-time work in 
essential industries, providing it 
doesn't interfere with their mill* 
tary duties, and that word to the 
effect has been received at dis- 
trict headquarters from Ottawa.
